EDITOR HHPUUI.ICAW :—Now that tbe 


heat of the great political battle is cool- 
ing it is time that Fresno county should 
return to the discusion of ways and 
means to prevent the utter destruction 
of the values of her land and the steady 
depreciation of the products of her soil. 
Bell preservation demands that active 
and extreme remedies be applied at 
once. 


The announcement that the Southern 


Pacific Company will reduce freight rates 
on "wheat" in consequence of the con- 
tinued low price of that cereal is in evi- 
dence of something. The reduction is 
from Fresno to the Pacific ocean. At 
present the rate from Frcatio to San 
Francisco, 207 miles, is $4.10 per ton. 
The promised reduction, to take place 
not later than January 1st, is $3.60, a 
few cents less than it will cost to send 
tho same wheat to Liverpool, 11,000 
miles away. A mass meeting of Fresno 
county wheat growers and resolution a 
of gratitude aro now in order. Fruit 
growers of the county, with their emaci- 
ated hands in their overalls pockets, 
must patiently b!du their time. 


But why should the great railroad 


company have compassion on this par- 
ticular product of our soil? It is simply 
a consistent application of their mon- 
strous regulation of charging "all tho 
Lrafllc winbear," or is it an indication 
of coming reason and business intelli- 
gence? If so, why is not tho entire 
freight tariff so revised that the San 
Joaquin valley can get freights from San 
j-'nuicisco as cheaply as from Chicago? 


My opinion is, thtt modest an ia the 


canal uchome now projected by the Busi- 
ness Men's AHBoc.lation of Fresno, it is 
the most important factor in this begin- 
ning of freight reductions. And this is 
tacuuiH! of the fact that for a long time 
to come this will be the only competitor 
thai tho company will have to fear. 


Some two months ago I had occasion 


to prophesy in your columns thatttiure 
would not be a ''competing" line of rail- 
road built in the United States in the 
next five years, on account of loss Gf con- 
ildence in all railroad securities in this 
country, brought about by tho shameful 
mismanagement and disgraceful rob- 
beries perpetrated by theee wheeled cor- 
porations. Nothing in tho history of 
our country baa been BO demoralizing to 
old and young. So far-reaching has been 
the influence of these corporations that 
legislatures, judicial benches and even 
the congress of our country, has been 
brought under suspicion of combining 
with them to rob the public. 


A month ago the commercial world 


was startled by a pauipblet, criticising 
American railways from the pen of Dr. 
Alfred von der Leyen, Privy Councillor 
of the German Empire and Councillor 
in the Ministry of Public Works, 


Dr. von der Leyen has long been con- 


nected with the ministry and is con- 
sidered to bo one of tbe most eminent 
experts in the management of railways 
that the empire has produced. His re- 
port on American railways was prepared 
in that methodical manner characteris- 
tic of all government publications. It 
is based on the investigation of four 
experts from the ministry of public 
works. These experts remained in the 
United States six months. The object 
of their visit was kept secret. Even the 
diplomatic and consular representatives 
of the German empire were not informed 
of their mission. 


Ttiey ransacked every official publica- 


tion they could secure in gathering ma- 
terial for their report. The records and 
publicati9na of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the reports of the state 
railway commissions, the various official 
manuals dealing with mileage, gross re- 
ceipts, cost of operation, earnings and 
other statistics were all drawn upon for 
information, besides which they made 
personal observations, going to the ex- 
tent of becoming stockholders in rail- 
ways for the purpose of gaining access 
into their workings. The special object 
of their inquiry seemed to he to learn 
whether American railway securities 
offered the opportunities for safe invest- 
ment that foreigners formerly supposed. 


The conclusions of Dr. von der Leyen, 


baaed on the report of his experts, aro 
decidedly adverse to the securities. Tho 
entire plan of American railways, from 
their organization to their completion, 
is severely criticised, especially the com- 
plications growing out of the relations 
between the stock and bond interests. 
Tables are prepared showing the per- 
centage of railroads that pay no divi- 
dends at all and the percentage of those 
paying dividends, ranging from 1 per 
cent per annum to 10 per cent. He 
finds that almost two-thirds of the rail- 
roads do not pay dividends, and that the 
number yielding profitable returns to 
tbe original investors is decidedly small. 
The tenor of tbe entire report, particu- 
larly tbe statistical tables, is decidedly 
unfavorable to this class of American 
investment*. 


Mr. Levy Mayer, «ne of the most 


prominent lawyers of Chicago, who 
recently returned from Berlin, compares 
tbe disclosures made by Dr. von der 
Leyen 'B report to the bursting of the 
Panama bubble in Paris. 
He says: 


"The brochure o( Dr. von der Leyen is 
a remarkable document in more than 
one respect. It is given the mark of 
governmental approval by reason of hia 
ollicial position. It must have been 
authorized, or, as an official, itcould not 
have been issued by him. It speaks, 
therefore, with the authority of an ex- 
ecutive 
proclamation. 
Probably no 


document has ever created such con- 
sternation in the ranks of German in- 
vestors and affected so disastrously Ger- 
man confidence in American railroad 
secruritlea. In the financial centers in 
Germany, in fact, of all Europe, the 


amphlet, both in German and trans- 
ated, has been meteoric in its effect. 
"It has been estimated that from Ger- 


many alone more than $125,000,000 has 
come into American railroads during 
the past few years from more than 60,- 
000 investors. Many of these investors 
are to be found among tbe middle 
classes, whose holdings are from $1000 
to $10,000. The failures during the last 
few years of American railroad 'copa- 
panies created disastrous uiid unfortun- 
ate havoc among these small investors. 
To their clamor and a desire on the part 
of Germany, always parental, in looking 
after tbe private, as well as public, well- 
Tare of its people tbis investigation is 
due." 


In the introductory part of his 


pamphlet Dr, von der Leyen refers to 
the fact that tho economical crisis in 
America has had its especial effect upon 
the railroads. He says that from Jan- 
uary let to the end of October, 1893, the 
first ten moutbs of last year, railroads 
with 22,033 miles have gone into bank- 
ruptcy. 


Among the railroads which are at 


present in tbe hands of receivers are 
gome of the largest, which in traflic 
have occupied a prominent position for 
decades. Among them aro tbe Phila- 
delphia and Heading road, tho New 
York, Lake Erie and Western, the 
Northern Pacific and Union Pacific. 
However, the bankruptcy extends still 
further, and at tbe end of December two 
large roads, tbe Santa Fe and New York 
and New England, are in financial 
diliiculties which have also led to the 
appointment of receivers. 


With such a reputation as has been 


developed by Dr. von der Leyen can 
there be any hope of inducing either for- 
eign or home capital to invest in rail- 
road building in this country for yearn 
to cotne. 


The San Joaquin valley must have re- 


,icf, and her only hope is to heartily 
eftter into the scheme of canal building 
of wKich that from Fresno to the Sun 
Joaquiu river is the beginning. With 
ovel laud, and abundance of water, 
;here in probably no country on earth 
where canals can he built so cheaply or 
maintained so economically.
